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THE FISHING NET. 
„Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a net, that was cast into the sea, and 


gathered of every kind.“ Marr. xiii, 47. 


In the above parable our Lord com- 
pares the 9 of people into His 
Church, to that which is done by men 
in an ordinary avocation of life—viz, 
fishing. And how often do we find 
that Christ chose the most simple ex- 
amples to portray to our minds the 
most sublime subjects; the most sim- 
ple and humble framework, as it were, 
in which to set forth the grandest 
pictures to our minds—pictures of 
the magnificence of our eternal home, 
and of the immense wealth of love 
which God has in store for us, and of 
the benefits we are able to receive by 
following His holy example and ob 
serving His lawsand ordinances. The 
parable of the fishing net is one of 
the most beautiful to be fouud within 
the New Testament, and in order to 
understand- these parables correctly, 
we must ask for the Holy Spirit to 
enlighten our minds. The promise 
is: All thy children shall be taught 
of the Lord.” Then let us seek to 
obtain more of that blessed teaching, 
and more of the Holy Spirit in our 


hearts, making us fee] that peace and 


comfort which only the word and 
obedience to the laws of God can 
give us. Let this be our position at 
the throne of grace: “Open thou our 
blind eyes, and unlock our closed 
hearts, that we may behold wondrous 
things in thy Gospel.” | 

As the fishing net is cast into the 
sea, and the fish are enclosed in it, so 
the Gospel is proclaimed in the world, 
and men are gathered by it into the 
agen of our God. The comparison 
of the fishing net to the kingdom of 
heaven was a most fitting one, made 
as it was when our grea’ Teacher was 
on the shores of Gennesaret, and per- 
chance many a little fishing boat in 
sight engaged in its busy work. No 
doubt the same idea was in His mind 
upon another occasion, when He said 
to Andrew and Simon who were fish- 
ing: “Follow me, and I will make 
you fishers of men.”

We have not seen the contents of the letters sent by the Association to the 
honorable gentlemen, but it is likely that they were in keeping with the 
lying and scurrilous tracts and leafiets that the said Association have been 
assisting to sow broadcast in the land.

There are many, otherwise fair minded and honorable people, 
who seem to think it absolutely necessary, when speaking of “Mormonism,” 
to preface their remarks with expression of abhorrence to it, for fear they 
should be thought guilty of some partiality for that which is so popularly 
condemned. It is like the manner in which a Montenegrin is said to speak 
of his wife; he first asks pardon for. introducing such a subject into conversa- 
tion. It is paralleled by the manner in which the early Christians were 
spoken of by contemporary writers, not of their faith. Although ‘some of 
these writers had the manhood to claim toleration for the despised and hated 
Christians, there were few who ventured to speak of them without expressing 
their abhorrence and hatred of their doctrines, the true nature of which they 
were, no ‘doubt, as ignorant of as many honorable gentlemen are of Mor- 
monism.” We are glad that so distinguished a statesman as Sir M. Hicks- 
Beach could refer to the Mormons” without pandering to this popular Nee 
judice. 

Doubtless the formation of the Bristol Anti-“ Mormon? sette i is due 
to the efforts of the apostate Jarman, who has also been instrumental in 
organizing similar associations in other large cities of England. The nature 
of the elements composing these associations may be fairly judged by the 
character of the founder. Still it is possible that some fair minded, respect- 
able people may have been induced by the misrepresentations of the apostate 
to join these associations. But their delusion cannot last long. His true 
character, and the falsehood and inconsistencies of his statements, will soon 
be revealed, and as has been the case in Nottingham and some other. places, 
there will be a healthy reaction, and the truth will come out of the, struggle 
vindicated and triumphant.

We will continue to do so, as long as we have 
opportunity, and we do not think tbat our opportunity will be in the least 
diminished by the efforts of the Bristol Anti- Mormon” Association. We 
have Elders in Bristol who fairly and faithfully represent our doctrines and 
our people. Can anything be brought against their characters and conduct? 
If so, let it see the light and be investigated. If not, let the labors of the 
Bristol Anti- Mormon” Association. be directed against some of the reat evils 
and wickedness that exist immediately under their pious noses.

SOME CABLEGRAMS FROM AMERICA. 


| Tur Daily Courier of Tuesday, 8, 1885, published 
‘ following extraordinary item of American news: 


A Times Philadelphia telegram, dated Saturday, says:—The Government 
is concentrating a large force of troops, to be moved to Salt Lake City, in 
anticipation of a conflict with the Mormons. It appears that some Mormdns 
made an omy to waylay and assassinate Daputy-marshal .Collins, who 
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was felled with a club, but firin pistol killed one of his assailants. Collins 
on surrendering to the Federal 3 authority, was confined in gaol. The 
Salt Lake Herald issued an extra edition. calling upon the Mormon Church 
to avenge’ the death of a ‘snint.’ A mob soon surrounded the gaol but did 
not attack it. As the condition of affairs was threatening the governor wakes 
for military aid, and Collins was takeu into the fort for protection.” 

It is probable that this sensational piece of news was published quite ex- 
tensively throughout this and other countries, and many people will be on 
the gut vive for further intelligence concerning the threatened ‘‘ Mormon” 
war. Let no one be in the least excited, there will be no“ Mormon” war, 
leading, as many of our enemies would fondly hope, to a massacre of our 
people. In fact, right on the heels of this abe comes another which

be Times Philadelphia correspondent telegraphs:—The prompt official 
action taken has prevented any outbreak in Salt Lake City, und all. is re. 
ported quiet there, The precautions enforced for the preservation of life and 
property are believed to be ample. MeMurrin, the Mormon who was re- 
ported to have been killed by the United States Deputy-Marshal, is nuw re- 
ported to be alive, badly wounded, but with some chance uf een No 
conflict between the Mormons and the troops is apprehended.” 

A Reuter’s telegram in the same issue also gives the reassuring news that 
The rumors recently current in Salt Lake City of a probable rising among 
the Mormons are declared by the Mayor of that place to be unfounded.” — 

Of course they are, as any one acquainted with affairs in Utah perfectly 
understands, no matter how many exciting telegrams may be sent out to 
create a different impression. 

Tho reul situation of uffairs in Utah is 10 well understood in Atte 
and of course still less so in Europe. The Latter-day Suints are emphatically 
a people of peace, to whom the iden of rising in arms against the government 
of the United States is as foreign as wus the intention of rising in arms 
against the government of Judea or Rome to the eurly Christians, The past 
‘history of the Latter-day Saints has most thoroughly demonstrated their un- 
wavering loyalty to their government and country. As citizens of the United 
States they submitted with alacrity to a requisition of the government for a 
battalion of 500 men for service in the Mexican war of 1846, although the 
call came upon them when they were sojourning in the wilderness to which 
they had been driven by a lawless and bloodthirsty mob, The service they 
rendered their country on that yccasion was very great, but it was necom- 
plished without the shedding of blood. The Lord, according to the predic- 
tions of His servants ut the time, overruled events so that the Saints did not 
have to engage in actual battle. In 1857, when the United Stutes govern- 
ment was induced by the misrepresentations of our enemies to send un army 
to Utah for our destruction, we ucted strictly on the defensive, und with 
such care for the preservatiun of life, that hostilities were avoided until tho 
government learned the falsehood of the charges thut bad been brought 
aguinst us and proclaimed peace. As we had then, #0 now we have enemies 
in Utah, who are trying by every means in their power to bring on a conflict 
| between the Latter-day Saints and the government, 1 to proflt by our 
destruction. It is they who send out theso sensational reports, from time 
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to time, that the Mormous“ are about to rise in rebellion, We had such 
telegrams on the occasion of half-masting the flag on the Ath of July, and we 
will have them again, but as in these aud preceding instances they will be 
contradicted by the facts. However, it takes truth a little longer to travel 
than it does falsehood, After a while the slow but more reliable mail will 
bring us news that the first sensational telegram was almost entirely false. 
It may be true, as we fear it is, that deputy marshal Collins, or Collin as we 
believe it to be, has shot and wounded ono of our brethren, but it will be 
found that no concerted move was made by the Mormons” to waylay and 
assassinate Collin nor anyone else, and as to the preoautions enforced for 
the preservation of life and property,” that will be found to be the reriest 
nonsense gotten up for effect by those who would do anything in their power 
to precipitate a conflict. It will also be learned that the Salt Lake Herald 
issued no extra edition calling upon the “Mormon” Churehi to avenge any 
deed of violence that may have been committed against the Saints. The “Mor- 
mons” never have, nor ever will do any such thing. They have beep mob- 
bed and driven from their homes repeatedly, and many of them have been 
murdered, but they have never taken up arms to avenge themselves. They 
have sought redress for their wrongs by every peaceful method in ‘their 
power, and of every human tribunal that could assist them, and when that 
failed, as it invariably did, they laid their cause before the Lord, and left it 
to Him to decide between them and their persecutors. Vengesace belong- 
eth unto me, I will recompense, saith the Lord,” and the Latter-day Saints 
would not dare to take into their feeblo and erring hands that dread attri- 
bute whinh to Omnipotence.
